May 9 1664. inferred in the firft papers ofthefe Tranfaftiont. 
The full Dilcovery of which particular alfo he makes to be a 
part of Cajfwii and Campania work, feeing that they fo diftin<ft. 
ly fee the inequalities in th e. Belts, and fee alfo fometimes other 
Spots befides the Jhadons of the Satellites : where he exhorts 
all the Curious, that have the convenieucy of obferving, to en¬ 
deavor the difcovery of a matter of that importance, which 
would prove one of the great zHt Analogies for the Earth's Motion.
